Mr. J. 0. Cooper, Editor of the 
Blue-Grass Clipoer Visits Co- 
lumbia and Writes 

AN INTERESTING LETTER TO HIS PAPER 



Columbia, Ky., Sept. 18, 1909. 
Dear Clipper: 

When we left the office last week to 
go on the first vacation in five years it 
was not our purpose to spend any part 
of that time in writing, but as we have 
received such a warm cordial reception 
here, and the town has impressed us in 
so many ways that we have not been 
I able to resist the temptation to send 
I back home a few random notes. Co- 
I lumbia is one of the oldest towns in the 
Instate, having passed beyond the centu- 
j ry mark several years. It was laid out 
i just a few years before the good year 
; 1809, that year which gave birth to so 
many of our greatest men and events. 
But the town has lost nothing by being 
» born ahead of that notable year. Its 
[ 1,200 people live high and dry upon 
many hills, down which run broad 
streets into the square, of which the 
S Court House is in the center. Despite 
I its age, you do not see dilapidated, torn 
I down buildings on the public squares. 
\ Instead there are handsome two-story 
I brick business houses that are filled 
with first-class merchandise. One mer- 
chant is putting up a new store room 
which will cost in the neighborhood of 
$20,000. On the residence streets are 
many signs cf improvement, and the 
number of houses that have been built 
within the last two or three years is re- 
markable. The sidewalks are being 
concreted rapidly, work of that kind 
being done in many different parts of 
the town at once. 

To the stranger the chief drawback 
to Columbia seems to be its distance 
from the railroad, but the people here 
do not seem to mind the twenty mile 
drive from Campbellsville, the nearest 
railroad point. The stage line makes 
two trips each way a day, having 
lay station on the way where horses 
are changed. One need not feel that 
he is cut off from the world by any 
means. This apparent drawback does 
not interfere with business*at all; in 
fact business here appears in a flourish- 
ing condition, and the sound of the 
hajpmer, saw and trowel is proof posi- 
tive that the Columbia people have 
faith in the future of their town. And 
that's what it takes to make a town. 

The drive from Campbellsville amply 
repays one for whatever inconvenience 
may be occasioned by it. The scenery 
along Green river is as romantic and 
beautiful as one can find anywht 
interesting feature of the trip is the 
caravan of freight wagons one passes 
carrying merchandise to Columbia tra- 
ders. They are covered and resemble 
the prairie schooners. Unlike the prai- 
rie schooners they are not bearing hu- 
man freight to some unknown country 
but are bringing the luxuries and 
cesities of life to people who enjoy and 
appreciate them On the trip it is not 
unusual to pass 40 or 50 of these wag- 
ons some coming and some going. Co- 
lumbia furnishes abundadt proof that a 
town can live and prosper without sa- 
loons. Its citizens tell you with pi ide 
that it was the pioneer in this respect. 
Since 1864 it has enjoyed "dry times," 
and the people tell us they would not 
have saloons under any consideration. 
No vote was ever taken here on the 
question, but a special act was gotten 
through the legislature by Judge Gar- 
nett giving the trustees of the town 



—republican. The only part the demo- 
crats have in the county administration 
is the office of surveyor. Adair county 
is in the Eleventh District, and Colum- 
bia is at present the seat of the oppi- 
sition to Congressman Edwards This 
is Caleb Powers' stronghold and his 
backers claim he is going to win hands 
down. He is to deliver a lecture here 
Monday evening and the whole country 
side will come out to hear him, Colum- 
bia itself is Democratic by nearly 50 
majority 

An institution of which Columbia is 
justly proud is the Lindsey-Wilson 
Training School. We hear great praise 
of the work done there. It has also 
demonstrated what a" in->;*';tj on „f the 
kind can do for a co:nJiUi.ii.y in every 
way. 

The town has just voted a 40c tax to 
establish a Graded School so education- 
al matters are not going to be neglect- 
ed. 

Columbia has furnished one govenor 
a lieutenant-governor and three con- 
gressmen, among the latter being Col 
Frank Wolford who was in command of 
the Federal troops who captured Gen. 
John H. Morgan. 

Another fact of historical interest. 
Theodore O'Hara, while here, wrote 
one of the verses of his immortal "Biv- 
ouac of the Dead. " He came here to 
see Col. Caldwell who was in the Mexi- 
can war. The latter made some sug- 
gestions to him, with the result that he 
finished one of the stanzas while seated 
at a table in a little room at the hotel, 
which is pointed out to the stranger. 

The Adair County News, whose cour- 
tesy we are enjoying while writing this, 
is one of the thriving institutions of the 
town. With a circulation of 2,700 and 
a modern and thoroughly equipped of- 
fice, it issues one of the best and most 
profitable papers in the State. It is ed- 
ited by Mr. C S. Harris, who is ably 
assisted by Mr. J. E. Murrell . Our 
stay here has been most thoroughly en- 
joyable, Mr and Mrs. Garnett have a 
beautiful home where hospitality and 
good cheer crown everything. They 
are untiring in providing for our pleas- 
ure. Mr. and Mrs Scruggs have been 
given a hearty welcome back. Their 
place in the hearts and memories of 
these people is secure. We neglected 
to make mention of the lumber business 
here. Several plaining mills and stave 
mills are kept busy most «f the year. 
Hardwood is easier to get than pine 
with u s. The mills furnish a beautiful 
grade of quarter sawed oak flooring at, 
what seems to us, a remarkably low 
figure. All the porches are laid with 
hardwood as well as the other parts of 
the house.

The bear, the deer and many 
others have disappeared by the aid he 
has given, the last one to hold the caves 
and circle the cliffs being the fox.

are growing less each year.

liquor license. The fight .was then 
made to put in the right sort of men 
for trustees. The whiskey people made 
two or three fights, but always lost out. 
In time they quit entirely. The result 
is that a whiskey man now could not 
get enough signers to his petition to 
get his name on the ballot. It is the 
same way in the county. Men who 
know tell us that out of 3,300 voters in 
Adair county a proposition as to wet or 
dry would carry "dry" by over 2.500 
majority. That shows the people know 
a good thing when they see it. We 
were told that there had not been a 
case in the police court for two years. 
The town marshal does not have enough 
to do to make life interesting to him. 
One gentleman remarked to us 'A 
striking virtue about Columbia is the 
fact that we have no criminals, no bad 
characters whose very presence in the 
community is a menace to law and or- 
der and public safety." Would that 
could be said of alt towns in Kentucky! 

Columbia supports three banks and 
to day their deposits amount to consid- 
erably over $300,000. The wealth is 
distributed. Nearly every farmer owns 
his land free of mortgage, while in Co- 
umbU over .90, per cent of the people 
own their homes. This is an ideal

In obedience to a call published in 
this paper, quite a number of the male 
residents of Columbia met in the court- 
house last Friday evening, the object 
being to select a Citizens Ticket, a 
municipal board, to be voted for at the 
coming November election. Mr. James 
Garnett, who is Chairman of the present 
board, call the meeting to order and 
stated the object of the gathering. 
After which he was elected to preside 
over the meeting and J. E. Murrell was 
named as secretary. 

Mr.«J. O. Russell moved that a com- 
mittee of five be appointed to draft 
resolutions and name a ticket. Where- 
upon the Chair appointed as follows: J. 
O. Russell. M. Cravens, F. R. Win- 
frey, Jo N. Conover and J. A Young. 

The committee retired and in a short 
time reported that the following ticket 
had been selected: 
A. H. Ballard, Jamestown street. 
W. A. Coffey, Campbellsville street. 
W. T. McFarland, Burkesville street. 
Geo. F. Stults, Greensburg street. 
L. C. Winfrey, Town at Large. 
Before the adoption of the report, 
an amendment was offered by Mr. J. F. 
Montgomery, giving the meeting the 
right to nominate other candidates and 
that the names submitted be voted on, 
one at a time, and as they were called 
if a person wanted to make a nomina- 
tion he could do so. The amendment 
carried, and several other gentlemen 
were named as the vote proceeded, but 
the names reported by the committee 
were chosen. 

It is understood that the ticket named 
are public spirited men, in favor of 
street improvements and for the per- 
petuation of the stock law. 

Before the meeting adjourned Chair- 
man Garnett announced that sixty 
cents would have to be paid in order to 
meet the expenses of the gathering. 
Mr. Geo T. Flowers moved, seconded 
and put the motion that the candidates 
selected pay the bill. It carried

Up Goes Price of Meal. 

Present high prices of meats, 
with the prospects of another ad- 
vance of two or three cents a 
pound before the snow falls, sug- 
gests that there will be a gener- 
al revision of iamily'bills of fare. 

Even now the cost of meats is 
so high that many families can- 
not afford to have meat oftener 
than two or three times a week, 
and among the poorer classes 
beef and pork are now regarded 
as luxuries. What is to be done 
if prices soar higher? 

In these days meat is not re- 
garded as essential as it was 
formerly.

Bishop McCloskex Dead. 

Louisville, Ky., Sept. 17-The 
Right Reverend Bishop William 
George McCloskey died here this 
morning at five minutes after 
seven o'clock. 

He was 86 years old the oldest 
member of the American hier- 
archy. He had no particular 
malady, but old age had sapped 
his vitality and he really died of 
exhaustion. He retained con- 
sciousness till the last and his 
mind was as clear as a bell. He 
was regarded as one of the most 
brilliant prelates in this country. 
He was born in Brooklyn, N. Y.,' 
and had been a bishop in the 
Catholic chufch for probably 
halffa century. 

The news that the grand old 
man was dead caused a tremor 
of sorrow, not only among his 
own flock, but throughout the 
Catholic world.

Easy Money. 

"When a farmer can draw $50 
a month from the sale of cream 
from a small drove of cows that 
is what I call easy money. ' ' This 
remark was made by C. C. Bre- 
cheisen, a well-to-do-farmer of 
Lyndon, Kan. "Of course, there 
is some labor about taking care 
of a lot of cows. That is, it re- 
quires punctual work, but the 
work is no harder than tending 
crops, and not as hard as work- 
ing in the harvest fielcf. Modern 
farm dairying has done away 
with a whole lot of the drudgery 
that formerly fell on the farm 
wife. By using the hand cream 
separator and selling the cream, 
churning is eliminated. And pre- 
paring the cream and doing the 
churning was about the hardest 
work about the farm. In using 
the hand separator the work is 
over in a few minutes, and the 
cream is sold for spot cash. The 
old way was to handle the milk 
several times before It was churn- 
ed, and then take the butter to 
town. Most every one well 
knows that country butter, as 
a rule, was a poor seller. It was 
of varied colors and flavors. 
This was not the fault of the 
farmer's wife. She had to work 
at a disadvantage, not having ice 
and the machinery with which 
to work the butter as it is" done 
in the big creamery. So the 
country butter sold at a low price. 
But the cream sells for just what 
it is worth, and according to the 
tests of its richness. If the far- 
mer depends upon wheat and 
corn for his revenue, and both 
crops fall short, he has little to 
fall back on. But if he would 
add a few good dairj cows. that, 
would fill in very wfoli, and piy 
the running expanses of the fam- j 
ily the year throu .1:."
